WINTER FEEDING OF STOCK. 


THE SAVING IN LABOR AND GAIN IN FER- 


TILITY BY PROPER HANDLING OF 


MANURES AND COMBINING 


THE VARIOUS FOODS. 


The main work during- tbe winter sea- 


son, should the farmer not be busy in 
some particular department on the farm, 
is usually the saving and preparation of 
manure. 
It ia well known that the 


more thoroughly the manure ia decom- 
posed tbe smaller its bulK, but if proper- 
ly cared for while promoting decomposi- 
tion of the manure there is but little loss 
of plant food. Ou the contrary, should 
the farmer neglect tbe heap, he will lose 
much of its value without materially 
reducing the bulk. It is bulk that en- 
tails labor in the care of manure, for 
when a large mass is handled, hauled 
and spread upon the ground, more work 
is required of men and teams. 
Manure 


that has been exposed is not only reduced 
in value, but the farmer hauls a large 
amount of water. It ia estimated that 
a cord of manure, weighing 4500 pounds, 
contains 3000 pounds of water and 500 
pounds of silica, all of winch must be 
handled in the stable and heap, loaded, 
hauled and spread, probably requiring 
two or three loads, in order to apply 
about 25 pounds of nitrogen, 24 of phos- 
phoric acid and 15 of potash on the land, 
as these substances are the real plant 
foods of the manure, hence the farmer 
goes to heavy expense in hauling a large 
amount of material which he does not 
want, the total value of all the sub- 
stances in the 4500 pounds of manure 
not being as much as 45. If the farmer 
can reduce this bulk by protecting the 
heap against water, and also induce fer- 
mentation, so as to have all coarse ma- 
terials made fine, the saving iu labor will 
not alone be the gain, for the manure 
will then be in better condition for orops 
than when the bulk ia greater. 
The 


amount of "filler" in the bags of fertil- 
izers is but a small matter compared 
with the hanling of 3000 pounds of water 
and 500 pounds of silica, as well as other 
materials in the manure, in order to sup- 
ply less than 100 pounds of actual plant 
food to the soil. 


The making manure of the best quali- 


ty on the farm can ba effected at all sea- 
sons, but winter is the most appropriate 
period The farmer can save feed and 
get more manure by the proper manipu- 
lation of his feeding stuffs than to at- 
tempt to eliminate labor by allowing tbe 
animals to trample the coarse materials 
The time ia going by when the farmei 
will practice the methods so long in vo- 
gue. _ It is now known that it is cheaper 
and oetter to reduce all materials to a 
very fine condition than to throw the 
coarse and bulky refuse into the barn- 
yard to remain until such work is done 
by the feet of cattle. Cornstalks may 
be trampled into small pieces, but it is 
done slowly, and before the cornstalks 
are of sufficient fineness to absorb the 
liquids a large proportion will have been 
lost. Frequently the labor of handling 
manure containing undecomposed core 
stalks is of greater value than the stalks 
as long exposure results in loss of plant 
food, and the coarse pieces, wben spread 
upon the land, do not decompose until 
£°."*<•<> to impart benefit to the crop. 
Hut when the farmer shreds the stalks 
and sends every pound of straw through 
the feed cutter, he not only induces his 
live stock to consume larger quantities 
or it, but the materials are also then 
Deuer for bedding, and possess greater 
capacity for absorbing manure of a liquid 
form. The stalla are also more easily 
cleared out of the way, the manure and 
absorbents are more rapidly handled, 
and decomposition will begin immediate- 
ly- Cleanliness of the stable and in the 
handling of the manure will be the re 
suit, while the heap will be richer m 
available plant foods. 


The loss of liquid manure on farms 


has been referred to frequently, and far- 
mers have been at fault m losing a laree 
proportion of their soluble plant foods 
m the effort to avoid labor. 
It is so
